An aSl for the amendment and prefervation of the publick 
highways and turnpike roads of this kingdom ; and for the 
more effectual execution of the laws relating thereto. 


W HEREAS great number of wjggens and other wheel 
carriages pajjing, travelling and ufed in and upon the publick 
highways and turnpike reads of this kingdom, and the excefftve weights 
and burdens loaded and carried in and upon the fame, and the fmall 
breadth and narrow dimenfions of the fellies of the wheels of fuch 
waggons and other carriages refpiClively, great part of the faid high- 
ways and roads arc become ruinous^ and almoji imfajfable^ and unltfs 
a fpeedy remedy be had in the premijfes, all the provifiens made by 
law for amending the highways and roads, and for maintaining and 
keeping the fame in repair, will in great mtafure be rendered ineffec- 
tual, and the trade and commerie of this kingdom be thereby greatly 
prejudiced and obJlruSled : wherefore for remedying and prevent* 
ing the faid milchiefs and inconveniencies for the future j be it 
ena<5led by the King’s molt excellent majelly, by and with the 
advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal and com- 
mons in this prefent parliament alTembied, and by the autho-

W HEREAS the city of Edinburgh, the metropolis of thef 
part of the united kingdom Scotland, is by reafon ofit^ 
fttuation., and the Jitepnefs of the afeent^ and by the narrow and ton- 
fitltd twenuti Uoding to the principal dreet thereof rendered difficult of 
accefs^and the publick hath not hitherto been poffijfed of proper areasy 
either for erecting buildingSy or opening Jireets and places of re forty as 
well for the convenience as ornament of the faid city : and whereas at 
prefeat there is no convenient repofitory fufficient to contain the publick 
archiveSy land rightSy and other valuable fecuritiesy tranfmitted by 
the feveral clerks to the office under the care and keeping of the lord 
elerk regijlcr and whereas many of the offices of the feveral clerks 
af the fupreme courts of judicatory y are fcattered in different parts of 
the city, to the great interruption of bujinefs : and the writings under 
their tuflody are enpofed to the danger of fire and other accidents-, and 
whereas there is no publick place or exchange for the refort of merchants 
or men of bujinefs, nor any town houfe, hall or borough room, for 
the annual convention of the boroughs of Scotland, nor council cham-

the great benefit that would accrue to the publiciy by carrying on the 
faidworksy and at the fame time being fenfibUy that the city of Edin- 
burgh is unable out of its proper funds to undertake and atcomplijh 
the jamey have for carrying on the faid defigUy under the dirediion 
herein aftcr-metitionedy agreed to contribute certain fums of moneyy ■ 
and they and others may hereafter be induied to fubferibe further fums 
of money for that purpofsy but fuch intended improvements of the city 
cannot be carried into execution without the authority of parliament ;

W HEREAS hie majejly James the Firjl, by hU Utters 
patent bearing Me at WedmlnAer the fifteenth dayofMty 
in the fourteenth year his reign, did give and grant to Sir Wil- 
liam Smith knight, his heirs and ajjigns, the office of mar Jljal of the 
Marlhalfea of the court of King’s Bench, to have, hold, enjoy, 
exercij'e and occupy the faid ojffice by himfelf or themfelves, or his or 
their fufficient deputy or deputies, for ever ; and did alfo thereby grant 
to the Jaid Sir William Smith, his heirs and affigns, all fees and 
profits belonging to the faid office, together with the cujlody of the 
prifon and prijoners thereto committed, as by the Jaid letters patent, 
relation thereunto being had, may more at large appear : and whereas 
the fee ftmple and inheritance of the faid office, by virtue of feveral 
mefne conveyances and ajfurances in the law, did afterivards become 
ye/led in William Lenthall late of Great Hazeky in the county of

after particularly bounded and deJeribeJy are fubjehi alfo to he fre- 
quently floodedy and cannot he effcflually drained and prejhvedy with- 
out a large expence : and ivhereas the faid lands called Portfand other- 
wife Great Portland, adjoin to the faid North Level, on the north 
part thereof y and lie convenient to be drained therezviihy and it will 
be for the mutual benefit and advantge of the proprietors or owners

W HEREAS by many^Bs of parliament^ j^Jliccs of the peace 
are impowered to iffue warrants for the dtjlrefs and fale of 
goods and chatties^ hut the charges of dijlraining^ keepings ana fale of 
fuch goods and chatties are not provided for in all the Jatd aHs^ nor is 
there a time in all cafes limited for the fale thereof whereby incon- 
veniencies have arifen: therefore for remedy thereof, be it enadU 
cd by the King’s moft excellent majefty, by and with the ad- 
vice and confent of the lords fpiritua) and temporal and com- 
mons in this prefent parliament aifembled, and by the authority 
of the fame, That in all cafes where any juftice or juflices of juftices to li- 
the peace, is or are, or (hall be, required or impowered byanymit in their 
adl or adls of parliament now in force, or hereafter to be 
to ilTuc a warrant of diftrefs for the levying of any penalty in- faje of 
fliftedf, or anv fum of money diredted to be paid, by or in con- diftrefs, 
fequence of (uch adt or adls, it (hall and may be lawful for the 
juftice or juftices granting fuch warrant, therein to order and 
diredt the goods and chatties fo to be diftrained, to be fold and 
difpofed oil within a certain time to be limited in fuch warrant,

in his cujlody or pojfejjion, or JhtuU buy, fell or offer to fell, any hare, 
pheafant, partridge, moor, heath-game or greuje, every fueh higlar, 
chapman, innkeeper, viStualler, alehoufe- keeper or carrier, (unlefs 
fuch game in the hands of fuch carrier be fent up by perfon or perfons 
qualified to kill the game) fball, upon conviction of fuch offence, forfeit 
for every hare, pheafant, partridge, moor, heath-game or groufe, the 
fum of five pounds, one half to he paid to the informer, and the other 
to the poor of the parifb where the offence was committed: and where-

W HEREAS by an an of parliament made in the fifteenth „ 
year of the reign of King Charles the Second, intituled. An 
a<ft for fettling the draining of the great level of the fens, call- 
ed Bedford Level, taking notice that Francis earl of Bedford, ai^ 
eordtng to a law of fewcrc, made at King’s Lynn m the fixth year 
of the reign of King Charles the FUJI, had undertaken the draining 
of the faid great level, fituate within the counties of Northampton, 

Norfolk, Suffolk, Lincoln, Cambridge and Huntingdon, and 
the tfie of Ely, and bounded as in the /aid an is particularly men- 
tioned and deferibed-, and that he the faid earl, was to have for his 
recompence ninety five thoufand acres of the grounds within the faid 
level, With convenient highways and pajfages to the Jame-, and that 
William earl of Bedford, Jon and heir of the Jaid earl Francis 
with divers of his adventureis and participants, bad proceeded in 
the completing and fimjhing of the faid works-, but that the Jame 
could not be preferved without conjlant care, great charge, and order- 
ly government ; it vsas therefore amoiigjl other things, enaned. That 
the faid William earl of Bedford, and the adventurers and parti- 
cipants of the find earl Francis and carl William or either of them, 
their heirs and ajjigns, in fuch manner as in the fiaidaa is contain- 
ed, Jhould be a body politick and coiporate, in deed and name, and have 
Jucceffion fyr ever, by the name of The governor, bailiffs and 
commonalty of the compan]^ of confervators of the great level 
of the fens ; with power to lay taxes upon the faid ninety five thou- 
Jand acres only ( twelve thoufand aires whereof bad been deftgned and 
intended for his late majejly King Charles the Firjl, and bad been 
fit forth and allotted by bounds in feveralty) for the fupport, main- 
tedtutee and frJfervation of the faid great level, and to levy the fame 
With penalties for non-payment, and to do all other things in order to 
the fupport, maintenance and prefervation of the faid great level and 
Vi^s made, and to be made, in fuch manner as in the faid a£l is 
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: and whereas by another aa made in the twentieth year ^/loCar 
reign of KwjS^harlcs the Second, intituled. An aiSt for the 
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tasting and afleffing of the larids of the ad^etitorers within ihe 
great level of the fen$, it was ena^tedy n>dt eighty thr '^ tboufimd 
(icreSy parcel of the /aid ninety five thoufand acresy jhoutd from time 
to time be taxed and affijfed by a gradual acre taxy of different forts 
and values of lands ; and that the faid twelve thoufand acreSy refidue 
of the faid ninety five ihqufand acreSy Jhould be rated at a medium 
of the whole taxy to be from time to time ajfejfed upon the faid nine* 
iy five thoufand acres : and to the endy that the faid eighty three 
thoufand acres might be more equally taxed by a gradual taXy certain
